T h e P re s id e n t T h in k s it a b o u t T im e H e 
S tu d ie d P ra c tic a l G eo g ra p h y . 
W ash in g ton, June 2d.—There is every 
reason to believe that the promise which 
the President recently made to the St. 
Louis delegates—that he would, if he could, 
visit their city next fall, will be kept, and 
that his visit to that city will only be a 
comparatively small feature of a great and 
extensive trip which he has been planning 
and the arrangements for which will be 
consummated on his return to the W hite 
House. _ The President has seen but little 
of the United States. He has during his 
lifetime traveled hut little outside of New 
York. 
He has never been in the West at 
all. but he had made up his m ind of late 
that it will be to his personal and political 
advantage to make an elaborate journey 
this year. His wife has persuaded him to 
do so as a m atter of piea*ure, and several 
Democratic politicians, chief among whom 
is Postmaster-General Vilas, have urged 
him to do so as a m atter of practical poli­ 
tics. The; have told him that the Demo­ 
crats of the West and Northwest are anx­ 
ious to see him, and that his presence out 
there may have an encouraging effect oil 
the party organization. 
The fact is the President intends to go a 
great deal farther in the direction of the 
setting sun than St. Louis. 
If the Presi­ 
dent can make bis arrangements he will 
leave this city the first week in August, 
and will probably remain away until the 
1st of October. H e will travel in a special 
car containing members of his immediate 
household and two or three Cabinet offi­ 
cers. His intention is to go clear across 
the continent to the Pacific coast. The 
E 
rincipal cities on the line of the route will 
e visited in Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, Mis­ 
souri and Minnesota. 
Postmaster-General Vilas is particularly 
anxious that he should make a good im ­ 
pression in lhose States in time for the fall 
elections.

term of office. It is probable’that in going 
and coming on this long two m onth’s 
journey the President and his party will 
visit Philadelphia. Pittsburg, St. Paul, and 
possibly Portland and 
San 
Francisco, 
Omaha, St. Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati 
and other im portant cities, in order that 
he may come in contact wilh the people, 
and especially with the working poli­ 
ticians.

Mayor Hewitt, ex-Mayor Grace, 
and other prom inent citizens occupied 
seats on the stage, which was decorated 
with intertwined English and Irish flags. 
As soon as O’Brien appeared a storm of 
applause arose and lasted for several m in­ 
utes. 
On being introduced by the Chair­ 
man, O’Brien spoke feelingly of the extra­ 
ordinary 
extent 
to 
which 
American 
sym pathy had been stirred by the events 
in 
Canada. 
“ Lansdowne,” 
he 
said, 
“has been a more successful apostle for 
Ireland and the Irish cause than the • 
could ever be. 
They could only tell the 
tale of his deeds in Ireland, but these 
deeds and Lansdowne’s mobs had told the 
tale all the world over.” The horrible 
mom ent spent in Canada, the speaker said, 
would lie lightly in hi3 memory when he 
remembers that those incidents have illus­ 
trated the true characteristics of Lans- 
downism, and the terrible thing that evic­ 
tions are. as now being perpetrated in Ire­ 
land. 
Lansdowne baa said everything he 
can through the press, and O’Brien be­ 
lieved that his most bitter partisans dare 
not stand up and say that Lansdowne has 
denied the charge. 
Referring to John Bright’s letter, read in 
Birmingham, O’Brien said : “ I regret that 
his life is ending in a bitter winter, rather 
than in the glorious sunset in which Mr. 
Gladstone is ascending. Bright disapproves 
of my mission in the same breath in which 
he calls Gladstone a traitor. 
[Cries of 
“ Shame !”j 
I am not sorry to be in such 
company.” [Loud cbeers.J “ Lansdowne,” 
said the speaker, “ is not satisfied with be­ 
ing damned as a landlord; lie lias added to 
his guilt that of an instigator of crime and 
outrage. 
H e inspired those who carried 
out his outrages, and they were the men 
who yoked themselves like jackasses to his 
carriage and drew him through the streets.”

The Act not only invites crank- and knaves, 
w ithout expense to them selves, to m ake such 
attacks, but guarantees in eaok case {whether 
they succeed or fail) an attorney's fee, at the 
expense of the common carrier, it also invites 
any combinariou o f persons, or the most desper­ 
ate and unscrupulous enem y of any common 
carrier, to institute proceedings against it, out 
of pure malice, w ithout so m uch as requiring 
him or them to allege in his or th eir com plaint 
any dam age to him self or themselves, person­ 
ally; and tne Commission are specially charged, 
in the Act. not to dismiss any such eom plaiut 
because of t he absence of aiiv direct and dis­ 
tinct claim for personal dam ages on the part of 
such eom tJainaLt.

V ery n atu rally he reads the 
whole docum ent w ith th e reservation in 
m in d ,“ if it is all true." 
O f course, this 
difficulty is to be encountered in 6ome de­ 
gree in w hatever m ethod of advertising is 
adopted. 
Rut it is least prom inent when 
th e exposition is m ade through th e col­ 
um ns of a C alifornia new spaper, and bears 
th e indorsem ent of the journal. 
A nd this 
is so because th e reader concludes th at the 
daily or weekly journal publishing such 
exjiositions and recitals is read by the peo­ 
ple of the section described, and is th ere­ 
fore open to th e ir criticism , and also th at 
of riv al sections. l ie concludes, naturally) 
th a t if th e m atter appears openly in the 
hom e press it m ust be reasonably truthful, 
and it therefore goes to th e readers w ith 
m ore of a u th o rity than if presented in a 
pam phlet.

T he Com mission adjourned till 9 o’clock 
to-m orrow m orning.

State Board of H ealth, eighty-four differ­ 
ent kinds of baking powders, embracim* 
all the brands th at could be found for sale 
in the Stale, were subm itted to exam ina­ 
tion and analysis by Prof. C. F .

T he F lali C om m ission ers F a y a Visit to 
T ru ck ce and T ah oe. 
T h e M arysville Appeal gives th e foffa,k'- 
ing account o f th e official visit to D oaner, 
T ahoe aud th e T ruckee river, m ade a few 
days ago by F ish Com m issioners R outier 
and Sherw ood, from inform ation furnished 
by th e latter. 
C om m issioner Cary, of th e 
State of N evada, m et them at Truckee acil 
accom panied them during th e investiga­ 
tion : 
T hey first visited D onner lake, and w ent 
around it, finding everything in good con­ 
dition, except at an abandoned saw -m ill at 
th e outlet on D onner creek. 
W here the 
dam was there is an obstruction sufficient 
to prevent th e fish from passing up into the 
lake. 
A rrangem ents were m ade w ith J. 
F . Moody, of Truckee, to rem ove the ob­ 
struction, the w ork to be paid by th e Com­ 
m ission of this State. 
T he Com m issioners n ext took a team 
and drove up th e T ruckee river to Lake 
Tahoe, exam ining four d am son the way in 
a distance of fifteen m iles, tw o of w hich 
require fish ladders. 
These four dam s are 
owned, or were built, by th e Truckee L um ­ 
ber Com pany, a very extensive corpora­ 
tion. 
T he Com m issioners from this State 
called on M r. K ri uger, Superintendent of 
said com pany, had a pleasant interview , 
and served notice on him requiring the con­ 
struction of fish ladders, w hich he prom ised 
to com ply w ith at once. 
T hursday night 
they rem ained at Tahoe City, and the next 
m orning visited the private hatchery of 
Captain A. J. Tollm an, who ow ns and runs 
the pleasure steam er Tod Goodwin on Lake 
Tahoe. 
H is hatchery lias a capacity of one 
m illion, and is in charge of J . Frazier, an 
experienced w orkm an in fish culture. 
H e 
has about 150,000 trout eggs on th e trays, 
in process of hatching, is daily adding 
m ere, ar.d will run the hatchery to its full 
capacity, all ot whicli will be turned into 
the lake as soon as the fish are large 
enough. 
T his hatchery is operated under 
a perm it from the Com m issioners of this 
State, and will be of m uch benefit to that 
beautiful lake and its thousands of patrons 
and tourists. 
A t 9:30 a. m. the party took the steam er 
and w ent up the lake to M cK inney’s, 
w here J . Sbeblev is em ployed taking trout 
and spaw n for hatching at the Shebley 
h 3tcbery near Coifax. 
H e had about 175j- 
000 eggs in process of "eyeing," and som e 
fifty fish in cans to ripen prior to “strip­ 
ping.” in ten days he expects to have ”>50,- 
000 ready to send to the hatchery. 
T he party then w ent up to Tallac, and 
exam ined an inlet to the lake, w hich is full 
of trout going up to spaw n. 
From there 
they went to the old Lake H ouse at the 
upper end of the lake, w hen they crossed 
the line and were in the State of Nevada, 
about one-third of the lake lying in said 
State. 
From this point they passed dow n 
the lake on the Nevada side to Glenbrook, 
arriving at 1 o'clock, m aking a run of about 
sixty m iles. 
At 2 o’clock they took stage 
passage to Carson City, w here they ar­ 
rived at 4 o’clock and rem ained u n til 7. 
H ere the California Com m issioners parted 
com pany w ith Com m issioner Cary, who is 
a resident of Carson, and proprietor of the 
A rlington H otel. 
A t 7 o'clock the rem ain ­ 
der of the party took the cars for Truckee 
and arrived there at 11, m aking a rather 
extended trip for one day, w hich 25 years 
ago w ould have required at least 30 days. 
Saturday m orning they took a team and 
w ent down the Truckee river, exam in­ 
ing 
four 
m ore 
dam s, 
each 
of 
w hich require 
fish 
ladders. 
A t each 
of these places notices were served on the 
ow ners or th e superintendent, and each 
prom ised to com ply w ith the law relative 
to ladders. T he Truckee river is a w onder­ 
ful stream , and the w ater is being utilized 
from one end to the other for saw ing lum ­ 
ber, m aking doors, sash, blinds, boxes, and 
num erous large ice com panies putting up 
ice in w inter, all requiring dam s across the 
stream . 
These dam s have for years been a 
barrier to the passage of fish, and the effect 
is felt now at both Tahoe and D onner 
lakes, w hich places aie fast becom ing pop­ 
ular pleasure resorts in the sum m er season. 
W ithin tw o years there will be a railroad 
from Truckee to Tahoe, w hen the dem and 
for fish w ill increase to the extent that 
every m eans will be taken to keep up the 
supply. 
T he Com mission see the im port­ 
ance of this, and intend th a t the law rela­ 
tive to ladders and protection and propaga­ 
tion of fish shall be obeyed, if it takes the 
w hole force of the State. To this end they 
have m ade J . F. Moody, a prom inent citi­ 
zen c f Truckee. a D eputy F ish Com m is­ 
sioner, w ith tuli au th o rity to enforce the 
law and move obstructions in the river, 
w here ladders are not built. How ever, the 
Com m issioners have no fear of trouble, as 
each one has already prom ised to com ply 
w ith th e requirem ents of th e law.

T he m ost hopefui 
pu t it at a h a lf a crop, w hile others say not 
m ore than a third, and even as low as a 
quarter. 
Local influences, of course, have 
m uch to do w ith th e varying reports th at 
com e from different sections. 
R eferring to 
a New Y ork dispatch about the prospect of 
a pour output from California prune or­ 
chards, and the statem ent contained in the 
dispatch th at a syndicate had been formed 
here fur th e purchase and control of the 
season’s yield, George W . Meade & Co., a 
leading bouse on D rum m street, said yes­ 
terday to a Call representative tiiat there is 
no syndicate; four or five parties are buy­ 
ing, but they are not w orking together. 
T his firm anticipates a half crop. 
T here 
will be prunes enourii for a healthy con­ 
dition of th e m arket. 
They said th at re­ 
ports differ w ith regard to th e sam e locali­ 
ties. 
F o r instance, an extensive dryer in 
Sacram ento says there will be a good crop, 
w hile tw o weeks ago another Sacram ento 
party said it would be short. 
Sir. Justi, of the Pacific F ruit Com pany, 
W ashington street, said, on being in ter­ 
viewed : “ T here is no syndicate, but three 
or four of the large dealers w ho have dry­ 
ers of iheir own, and plenty of m oney, are 
going around and buying u p th e crop at 
tw o cents a pound, green.” 
T hree pounds 
of green prunes are required to m ake one 
of dried. 
T his puts th e dried fruit a t six 
cents, w ithout counting th e expense for la­ 
bor and packing, w hich w ould be a half 
cent m ore on the pound of green fruit. 
Mr. Ju sti th in k s th at extra fine prunes this 
year w ill bring tw elve cents to a bit, dried. 
In ordinary years they run from five cents 
up, according to the grade. 
A ll the prunes 
w ill be w hat are called “ fancy,” or very 
good, this year, for the reason th at the large 
proportion that dropped from the trees be­ 
fore m aturing gave the others a better 
chance to develop, so th at w hile th e crop 
will no t be large the quality w ill, for th e 
reason cited, be good. 
This year he has 
sold the old crop at prices varying Irom five 
to ten cents, and one or two fancy lots 
brought tw elve cents.

H eav y D e m a n d fo r th e S tam p s—W h a t 
G ro w ers a n d D e a le rs T h in k . 
T he Coom bs-Rose pnre-w ine bill goes 
into effect next M onday, and the wholesale 
dealers and bottlers of this city have about 
com pleted their arrangem ents for com ply­ 
ing w ith its provisions. 
T he dem and for 
the stam ps has been so great th at C ontrol­ 
ler D unn has been obliged to increase the 
order for the first lot printed. 
A t first ii 
was believed th at 100,00U would supply the 
im m ediate inquiry, but the order has been 
raised to 150,000, and of this num ber A rpad 
H araszthy & Co. and X obler & Frohling 
will each take 30,000, and 1!. II. U pham & 
Co. have m ade a requisition for 5,000 per 
m onth. 
The other dealers have ordered 
sm aller lots. 
A m ong growers there is but one opinion 
expressed as to the effect of the new law. 
It m eets w ith their unqualified approval, 
aud they will do their utm ost to have it 
enforced. 
T he dealers are not so sanguine. 
Som e of them agree w ith the producers, 
but others are inclined to throw difficulties 
in the way, and are said to be devising 
m eans to evade the m ost stringent clauses 
T he grow ers say th at one conspicuous 
loophole has been left, w hich th e adulter­ 
ators will not be slow in utilizing. 
W hile 
the Act prescribes th e penalty for selling 
questionable wines under tbe "stamp, or a 
California label, it does not provide for 
cases w hen th e adulterated California arti­ 
cle is sold under a French label. They ap­ 
prehend th a t a few crooked dealers will 
take advantage of this fact and discourage 
the sale of native wines true to label by 
placing the best in th e State under the 
i* rench brands and m arl ing the poorest, 
though pure, w ith the stam ps. 
In this 
way w ine w hich is guaranteed of Califor­ 
nia vintage will tall into disfavor and the 
adulterators can m anipulate as m uch as 
they please.—S. F. Pest.

Rights of Children.

March 28, 1874; Statute* 187;:-i,

QECTION 1.—EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
P or other poison In the Siate or California 
control and charge o f any child or 
children betw een the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall be required to send any m en child 
or children to a public school for a period of at 
least tw o-thirds of the tim e daring which a 
public school shall be taught in each citv, or 
city and county, or school district in each school 
year, com m encing on the first day of July, in 
th e year of our Lord one thousand eight h u n ­ 
dred and seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
which sha 1 be consecutive, unless such child 
o r children are excused from such attendance 
by the Board of Education of tbe city, or city 
and county, or of the Trustees of the school 
district in w hich such parents, or guardians, or 
other persons reside, upon it" being ►bown to 
th eir satisfaction th at bis or her bodily m ental 
conaltiun has been such as to preven’, attend­ 
ance at school or application to study for the 
period required, or th a t the parents orgtmi diana 
are extrem ely poor, or sick, or th at such child 
or children are taught in a p ivate school, or at 
home, in such branches as are u- ually taught in 
the prim ary schools in thiB State, or have al­ 
ready acquired a good knowledge of such

P eculiarities of (lie Boom . 
“ It is extremely singular,” said a prom­ 
inent real-estate dealer of Sacramento yes­ 
terday, " that we read and hear that there 
is no boom now in this city, when, to my 
certain knowledge, these same parties are 
tumbling over each other in their haste to 
gobble up every inch of land they can pro­ 
cure in the southeastern portion of the 
city before the price gets any higher.” 
“ Do you mean that seriously?” was 
asked by the reporter. 
“ Mean it? I mean every word of it and 
much more, and I can give names and the 
blocks of land which are being rapidly 
bought up, and by these very same in­ 
dividuals who say it’s all a humbug that 
the boom has struck us. W hy,” he con­ 
tinued,“there has already been not less than 
thirty blocks of land changed hands, or 
that have been bonded for sale, in the 
eastern portion of Sacramento, since the 
article appeared in the Rkcoed-ITnion con­ 
cerning the early and late (rains to run on 
the Placerville road, with the new stations 
within the limits of the city.” 
A large number of blocks have been sold 
in the vicinity of R and S streets, or 
bonded for sale, during the last two days, 
and real estate men and others are “ getting 
¡n” with remarkable rapidity. 
A S tray Boy. 
A small boy who gave the name of Billy 
Hamilton, and said he was five years of 
age, though he is probably about 7, was 
brought from Oakland on the train yester­ 
day noon, having been put In charge of the 
conductor by an Oakland officer who had 
found him estrav. His account of himself 
was that he lived at Tenth and O streets, 
in this city, that he went to Oakland with 
his aunt Wednesday, but after arriving 
there she went oif and left him, “ or got 
losed,” and he slept that night in a restau­ 
rant. Officer Rowland, who received him 
from the depot officer. Matt. Coffey, after 
the train arrived here, took him to Tenth 
and O streets, and the youngster pointed 
out a house as his home, but the people 
living there did not know him. He then 
designated other houses as “ the place, I 
guess,” but with the same result. No one 
in the neighborhood knew anything about 
him, and lie was returned to' the station- 
house, fed and given a good bed, it being 
supposed that he might be confused in 
mind, but likely to tell a straighter story 
after enjoying a rest. The Oakland officer 
thought he might he one of the children 
who strayed from the orphan asylum, but 
he denied having ever been in that in­ 
stitution. 
Two H ave B etum ee!. 
Two of the three small boys who strayed 
away from the Protestant Orphau Asylum 
last Monday, returned to the institution 
Wednesday evening, but the third one they 
did not knew anything about, saying that 
he did not remain with them. They were 
glad to get back home, and, as they received 
a kindly greeting, seemed to feel considera­ 
bly ashamed, They paid they had some 
food, principally apples and blackberries, 
gathered as they came across them. At 
night they slept in the lumber yard at the 
corner of Twelfth and J streets. When 
asked why they did not go to a hotel, ps 
there was always room in such an institu­ 
tion, they seemed to think they had made 
a mistake, and declared they “ didn't 
think.” During their outing they “ went 
in swimming,” and “ played with other 
boys some,” but as response to a ques­ 
tion whether they had a good time, they 
admitted that they did not, and as they re­ 
flected upon the dismal failure of what had 
evidently been looked forward to with the 
brightest anticipation, they burst into tears. 
Probably about half the men in town 
" know how it is themselves,” and can ex­ 
tend sympathy to the youngsters !

Too M uch Shade.—Andrea Grandona, 
through his attorneys, A. I’. Gatlin and 
Henry Starr, commenced suit in the 
Superiot Court yesterday against O. O. 
Dovdal. The complaint sets forth that 
their ranches, a short distance below the 
city, adjoin, and Lovdal maintains on the 
dividing lino a row of cottonwood trees, 
about eight feet apart, and extending for 
534 feet. It is alleged that the branches of 
these trees extend over plaintiff’s land, 
and the shade destroys the crop on about 
an acre of his land; also that the roots 
extend about thirty feet on his side of t lie 
dividing line, ami prevent him from plow­ 
ing and cultivating; and further, that the 
trunks of the trees have grown to sucii 
size that they damage his fence. Where- 
lore, he prays judgment in the sum of 
$500 for damage already sustained, and 
asks that the defendant be restrained from 
maintaining the trees hereafter. 
P olice Court.—In the Police Court yes­ 
terday the case of Fong Hopp, charged 
with burglarizing the premises of Mrs. Til­ 
den, was stricken from the calendar, no 
one appearing to prosecute and there being 
little if any evidence against him 
Dan. 
Fay he’s case of grand larceny, in stealing 
a paper-carrier's horse, was continued un­ 
til this morning. He has intimated his 
willingness to plead guilty, if the charge 
of prior conviction was not pressed, but 
the police consider that there is a good case 
against him and the charge will remain. 
......The charge of misdemeanor, in violat­ 
ing the runner ordinance, pending against 
H. Price, was also stricken from the calen­ 
dar for lack of prosecution. 
Comiso to C alifornia.—The Yolo Mail, 
referring to the boom in this section of the 
tjtate says : “ A gentleman who recently 
returned from a visit to the Fast remarked, 
‘ One would be astonished to see the rage 
that prevails in the East to secure homes 
in California. It is equal to the gold ex­ 
citement in early days, only the fever is 
confined more particularly to people of 
ample means, who recognize the superior- 
itv of our climate. The immigration will j 
be very large this summer, and it is appa­ 
rently the purpose of the railroad com­ 
panies and the Immigration Bureau to 
bring the transcendant inducements of the 
Sacramento valley into more prominent 
notice.’ ”

CATtfHT IN THE ACT. 
D ave D avis and D ick M ay T ake a B urg­ 
la r into Cam p. 
Yesterday morning about 3 o'clock Dave 
Davis closed his saloou, on Fourth street, 
near the Postoflice, and took a walk with 
a friend before going to bed, meeting two 
or three officers at Seventh and K streets. 
He returned to his room, over the saloon, 
and was preparing for bed, when through 
the dumb waiter running from the saloon 
to the room, he heard a noise winch con­ 
vinced him that the saloon was being 
burglariztd. 
Hurriedly descending, he 
found that the double doors had been 
forced apart with a piece of iron, suffi­ 
ciently to admit of the bolt of the lock 
slipping. As he was unarmed, he ran 
across the street to Kohne's saloon, bor­ 
rowed a pistol, and opening the saloon 
door announced to whoever was inside 
that an attempt to leave would result in 
receiving a bullet. Several persons had 
assembled, but none of them dtsired to 
take the chances of entering and assisting 
in capturing tiie thief or ftieves, and Dave 
discharged 
his 
pistol 
to 
call an 
officer, bu* the 
regulars 
were all 
a considerable distance away. Dep­ 
uty Constable 
May soon appeared, 
and he and Mr. Davis entered and found 
the place occupied by James Kelly, an ex­ 
convict, who lias served seven years for a 
burglary committed in San Francisco, and 
afterwards resided in this city, eking 
out a living as a “ rounder.” 
Lat­ 
terly he has been in Arizona, but came 
here last Sunday. 
He was ordered 
to throw up his hands, and, as lie did not 
do it to suit the saloon man, whose blood 
was up, he was told “ Higher yet, or I'll 
lay you out!” and promptly obeyed. A 
good-sized knife, a dangerous weapon, made 
out of a chisel, was found upon him when 
he was searched. He had examined all 
probable places tor coin, and bursted open 
the till, but got very little. The safe had 
not been tampered with. Failing to find 
money, he had gathered together a quan­ 
tity of cigars ami other goods to carry 
away, but Mr. Davis’ appearance prevented 
his leaving with them. The iron used in 
forcing the door and till was found later in 
the day back of the saloon. It proved to 
be a “jimmy,” constructed for use on doors 
and windows, and also upon safes. Kelly, 
when interviewed by Chief Dillnian at the 
station-house, admitted his guilt and de­ 
clared that no one assisted hint. 
Chief Dillman was convinced to the con­ 
trary, and he had officer Farrell subse­ 
quently arrest Thomas It. Deveney, alias 
Jim Mills, alias Liverpool, who came to 
the city with Kelly from the lower coun­ 
try. He lias been an inmate oí the State 
Prison, sent from San Francisco, and is a 
good man to have behind the bars. Their 
cases will probably come up for examina­ 
tion in the Police Court to-morrow. Kelly 
will make no defense, unless he changes 
his mind. Wednesday night Chief Dill­ 
man was informed that a wholesale store 
was 
going 
to 
be 
entered, 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
securing 
a large quantity of tobacco, but he could 
not learn what store it was. He and offi­ 
cer Lowell watched along Front street and 
in the alleys, and it is supposed that their 
approach frightened the burglars away 
from Adams, McNeil & Co.’s store about 2 
a. m., shortly after the operations had 
been commenced. Officers Lowell and Mc­ 
Laughlin were subsequently placed in hid­ 
ing in an alley where the plunder was be­ 
lieved to have been taken, and remained 
there until daylight, which accounts for 
their not appearing when the trouble took 
place at the saloon. Yesterday the Chief 
and officer Farrell started in search for 
Kelly’s companion, and, after looking 
everywhere about town, concluded to go 
down the river, and in the brush below Y 
street found their man, Deveny.

T he G rain and F ru it Crops. 
The hot weather of last Saturday and the 
high wind prevailing at times since then 
does not appear to have done any injury to 
either grain or fruit in Sacramento or Yolo 
counties. In Sacramento the yield of grain 
will be larger than the average, while in 
Yolo it will fall a little short of the ordi­ 
nary crop. In the latter county it will be 
very much better, however, than was ex­ 
pected two or three weeks ago. The wind 
was rather beneficial than otherwise to the 
fruit interests, relieving the trees of some 
of the surplus fruit, which otherwise would 
have to be pulled off-. The season is a lit­ 
tle later than usual for grain. Last year 
Captain Foster had wheat from his West 
Side ranch in the Stockton market June 
1st. Word comes front the upper Sacra­ 
mento that some growers have commenced 
cuttinc barley, hut the harvesting of that 
grain is not general. The earliest load of 
wheat brought by steamer and barge from 
above was June 16th, several years ago, 
but it is scarcely probable that a load will 
be brought down before July this year.

A cquitted.—Watren Kirkendall was 
tried in Department Two of the Superior 
Court yesterday oil a charge of grand lar­ 
ceny, alleged to have been committed last 
February in stealing horses and taking 
them into Amador county. The evidence 
showed that he and William Gebbert were 
authorized to gather in certain horses be­ 
longing to the latter’s father, and in get­ 
ting them took in two or three others that 
did not belong to Gebbert.

After mnsic by the band. Father C. Clyne, 
of the Catholic Church, offered the opening 
prayer in a very fervent manner. A fine 
choir of ladies and gentlemen then sang 
an appropriate war song. 
Miss Lillie 
Morey next read a poem, entitled “ Forever 
and Forever,” in good voice. The officers 
of the Post conducted the memorial services 
with credit to the Post. The oration by 
Professor G. P. Tindall, Principal of the 
Placerville Academy, was a well prepared 
and interesting address. The closing prayer 
was offered by Rev. Joseph Curry, of the 
Presbyterian Church, who is a G. A. R. 
boy, and Chaplain of the Post. 
The procession was then formed and we 
had a very pleasant march to Union Cem­ 
etery. All the school girls joined in the 
procession, each carrying a beautiful bo- 
quet, which added greatly to the occasion. 
The streets were sprinkled and the weather 
was cool and pleasant. 
On reaching the cemetery I found that it 
was one of the most beautiful in the State, 
both in location and general laying out of 
streets and lots. The fountain and circular 
square in the center is a grand place for 
societies or orders to hold their general 
funeral exereises^and so we found it to be 
for the G. A. R. memorial services. After 
forming a circle at the cemetery the choir 
gave us “Go to Thy Rest in Peace” in a 
very effective manner. 
The special G. A. R. services then fol­ 
lowed by the Officer of the Day and Chap­ 
lain. Officer of the Guard. A. A. Gignae, 
read that beautiful poem, “Cover Them 
Over With Beautiful Flowers,” while the 
school children marched in groups from 
grave to grave until the soldiers’ graves 
were covered with flowers.
